Statistics from Western Canada 
show the revenue derived from grain 
production and agriculture in gener- 
al is rapidly increasing and much 
wealth is derived therefrom. _ Still 
there are leaks in the system which 
can be averted.

The survey showed that in some cas- 
es as many as 472,360 weeds seeds pe 
acre were sown in wheat, 594,000 in 
oats and 493,056 in barley.

We also know that many of 
them will stay in the ground for 
many years and germinate when we 
least expect it, when they are brought 
near ‘he surface into a seed bed with 
the proper amount of moisture and 
heat. One seed will produce a plant, 
One plant will produce many thou- 
sands, and sometimes many millions 
of seeds, Is it, therefore, any won- 
dey that so many of our farms are so 
weed, and (hat so many of our farm- 
ers do ot derive greater financial re 
turns from their operations? Were 
it not for this heavy drain on our ag- 
ricultural resources our towns and cit- 
ies would be Inrger and our business 
houses more prosperous. Our coun- 
try would have a much better stand- 
ing in the eyes of the outside financia! 
world More people of a desirable

stead of Alberta having only 82,000 
farny rs on the land and a total pop- 
ulaticn of some 632,000 would it not 
be reasonable to expect that these 
numbers would be considerably in- 
creascd?

Investigation and resarch have 
shown that one of the chief reasons 
for the depreciation in the standard 
of wheat from that of former days is 
the lack of protien, which follows as 
a consequence of the depletion of 
plant food, particularly nitrates, from 
our soils, It has been shown that 
the growth of weeds has removed suf- 
ficient of these soil constituents to re- 
luce the grade of our wheat and that 
had it not heen for the growth of 
weeds, our Western Canadian wheat 
would show much greater baking 
strength, The outside demand would 
be greater and competitjon from other 
wheat growing countries would be lesz 
keen, Larger premiums would be 
forthcoming and a more _ stabilized 
market created, 

It is, therefore, clear that the mat- 
ter of weed contro] is closely associ- 
ated with the question of better seed, 
and that both of them must be linked 
up with the general principles which 
go to make agriculture an industry 
that is both practical and scientific. 

Let us hope that every farmer in 
Western Canada will not only ad-

New Invention Allows Machine To 
Rise Almost Vertically 

Juan de la Cierva, Spanish invent- 
or of the autogiro, has solved the, 
problem of starting his strange air-| 
craft from the smallest possible field, 
according to the aeronautical expert} 
of the Morning Post. 

The new development of the auto- 
giro, the expert said, starts the upper 
“windmill” blades revolving before 
the craft moves forward, thus per- 
mitting the pilot to lift the machine} 
into the air with @ minimum run.) 
The previous demonstrations of the 
auto-giro have shown that the ‘plane 
could descend at about a 30-degree, 
angle. The auto-giro has a front pro- | 
peller, and the upper or windmill 
blades, Previously it had been neces- 
sary to spin the upper blades by 
hand before ascending. 

The necessary 140 revolutions per| 
minute could not be attained on the} 
field and the autogiro took a longer | 
run than the ordinary airplane be-) 
fore rising. It was able to hold an ai

The new development, the expert | 
said, consists of a deflector which) 
turns the air stream from ordinary | 
airscrews upwards against the wind-| 
mill blades, thereby rotating them at 
the necessary speed. This would per-| 
mit the upper blades to be of greater | 
benefit in raising thé ‘plane quickly) 
from the ground,

Russia Bars Anti-Soviets 


London Newspaper Men Not Allowed 
To Enter Country 

The Soviet Government has refus- 
ed to permit a London newspaper- 
man to visit Russia with a delegation 
of British business men that is go- 
ing there to study conditions and to 
discuss trade arrangements, The 
Soviet Government anounced that no 
correspondent who might be anti- 
Soviet in his sympathies would be 
permitted to enter Russia. It was 
then suggested from London that F, 
A, MacKenzie of the staff of the 
Daily News be included in the party, 
Mr. MacKenzie being looked upon as 
a British journalist who had been in 
Russia previously and who had 
shown a sympathetic attitude toward 
the problems being faced by the So- 
viet Government. However, the So- 
viet Government rejected Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie on the ground that he had an 
anti-Soviet bias. 

The Soviet Government, of course, 
is entitled to say who is to enter 
Russia. The point is that most of 
these people who do the shouting 
about freedom for the press are the 
last people to put the idea into prac- 
tice.

000 miles north of Edmonton. Air- 
planes are taking in prospectors who

deck to help re-discover the placer 
deposits which have cost more than 
one human life since their first dis- 
covery in 1904.

“Swamp Miners” Of New . Jersey 
Probe Mud For Buried Cedar 
Logs 
A rapidly diminishing race of men, 
known as “swamp miners,” ply one 
of the world’s strangest trades in 
wooded swamps and creeks of 
South Jersey—probing hundreds of 
feet for cedar logs buried a thou- 

sand years, 

The miners have become as inter- 
esting to scientists as the strange 
nature of their trade which they 
have devotedly followed for genera- 
tions in the secluded villages near 
the Atlantic coast. 

Like gold miners the ‘swampers” 
work “claims” in the swamps and 
creek beds which make that part 
of New Jersey a maze of water- 
ways comparable to the English fen 
country. George H. Cook, of Rutgers 
College, Assistant State Geologist, 
said one log a thousand years old 
was brought to the surface. 


The “swamp miners” have found] — 


their trade very profitable but it is 
sgid to necessitate hardiness, expert- 
ness and skill, Standing in the cold, 
brackish water up to their walsts, 
the miners push along iron spades 
into the mud where they think trees 
have fallen and then been submerged 
by the inroads of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

After locating a log they loosen 
a chip and bring it to the surface. 
It is said the miners can tell by 
smelling it whether the log was 
blown down alive or fell over dead. 
Only live logg can be used. After 
prying the logs loose from the ooze 
they shoot to the surface as rapidly 
and buoyant as a newly fallen tree. 

From these logs high-grade roof- 
ing shingles, cedar chests, and other 
articles, are made. 


Another Arctic Trip Planned 


{Captain Bartlett Will Use Tub-Like | 


Ship To Explore Ice Fields 


There's a big job yet to be done in 
the Arctic, and Captain “Bob” Bart- 
lett, who has sailed the seas for 40 
years, been shipwrecked 12 times 
and seen four of his own ships sink, 
plans to do it, 

He 1s going to fit up a ship, with 
enough beam so it is almost as wide 
as it is long, literally a tub, take it 
up into Bering Strait, let it freeze 
into the ice, and drift across the 
polar region into the Atlantic on the 
other side. 

“The ship will be equipped,” he 
said, “with large deck space fitted 
up for laboratories and oceano- 
graphic work. We'll have all sorts 
of instruments for determining the 
depth of the water, magnetic con- 
ditions, tidal currents and for mak- 
ing meteorological observations. 

“We can study weather condtions, 
find out where storms are born, learn 
about the aurora borealis, dredge for 
polar flora and fauna, and determine 
the ocean floor up there, This will all 
have to be done from ships rather 
than from the alr. 

“Someone's got to do it—it’s the 
last great geographic project to be 
done in the world today, and the big- 
gest assignment waiting in the Arc- 
tic.” 

Captain Bartlett already has the 


engine for his new ship, and the 
plans, and it will shortly be con- 
structed—probably on the west 


coast. He figures on a crew of eight 
men only. 

“They must be young fellows, am- 
bitious, willing to work, and able to 
double in several roles. Two will 
have to be pilots as well as sailors, 
and scientists, for we will take two 
aeroplanes, 

When Stefansson took the ‘“Kar- 
luk” into the Alaskan waters, where

As Captain Bartlett now plans it, 
the project will cost about $300 000, 
and the expedition will be gone three 
years.
